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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


According to town statistics, the Board issued 28 new 
home building permits in 1977 as compared to 18 in 1976. 
In addition, 123 permits for alterations and renovations were 
issued. The town accepted one new road, Ridgeview Road, 
plus an addition to Pressy Court. Reluctantly the Board had 
to enforce the state law on building permits in a number of 
instances. 


The Board approved current use application for 57 property 
owners on 82 parcels of land representing 9 new applications on 
10 new parcels. The total acreage in current use is 3,260.43 
acres. This represents a reduction of assessed value from 
$2,699,400 to $183,930 which require a tax transfer of $38,989.79 
to property owners. 


New London in 1977 lost 4 citizens, who had each in their 
own way contributed greatly of their time and energy for the 
betterment of the town. These are Mrs. Maude Swift, Reynold 
Styles, Clayton Miller, and Victor Dean. This town report is 
dedicated to their memory as an expression of the town’s 
appreciation for their service. 


This year has seen the beginning stages in preparation 
for the Bicentennial Celebration of the Town in 1979. A group 
known as The Town Hall Refurbishers are heading a drive 
to update the furnishings of the Town Hall. Already in place 
are 150 new, decorous, and comfortable chairs. Included in 
future plans of the group are new drapes for the windows and 
a new curtain for the stage. The Board has included in the 
proposed 1978 Budget monies for painting the interior and 
exterior of the Town Hall as well as extensive repairs to 
the chimneys. 


Financially, the 1977 tax rate was held to 10¢ per $1,000 
of valuation, and this in spite of heavy legal costs occasioned 
by the Sutton suit against the town. The trial has now been 
concluded with a judgement awarded petitioners against the 
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Town in the amount of $119,580, plus interest and costs. 
The Board has presently filed an appeal with the Supreme 
Court.

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TRACY MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Tracy Memorial Library’s circulation of books and periodicals 
reached another all time high in 1977. This represents an 80% 
increase in circulation since 1971, the year the Library had its 
first modest increase in circulation after several years where 
it was virtually at a standstill. 


While it is customary to place statistics as a footnote to 
the Annual Report, these demonstrate the growth over the 
past six years so vividly as to warrant reading at this point.

Several factors have had an effect on this marked increase in 
circulation. There has been an increase in town population, 
especially at adult ages. Kearsarge Regional School system 
has a program encouraging children to read for pleasure. The 
Library has reorganized its facilities to put all its resources on 
one floor, easily accessible. Inflation has sky-rocketed the costs 
of books and periodicals, resulting in a decrease in personal 
- purchases and in increase in Library usage. These factors have 
all contributed to the 80% increase in circulation, and the 67% 
increase in per capita circulation from 7.1 to 11.9, or twice the 
State average for all public libraries. 


While the Library staff has remained the same over this 
period, it is obvious that the work load has materially increased. 
To meet this increase, the work week of the two full time librar- 
ians has been increased from 31 to 34 hours. This time is 
spent when the Library is closed to the public so that record 
keeping, book selection, book discarding, and other non- 
circulatory work can be performed more efficiently and effec- 
tively without interuption. The part-time librarians also work 
more hours a week than formerly. 


At the same time the annual operating expense of operating 
the Library has increased 80% during the six year period. With 
the exception of the cost of the added hours worked by the 
librarians, practically all of the increase in operating costs 
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stems from inflation, and part of the increase in salary costs 
comes from substantial increases in the law imposed Social 
Security employer contributions. 


Every major item of Library expense has increased from 
60% to 120% over the past six years. Every householder is 
aware of the increases in the costs of electricity, fuel, telephones 
and postage. For the Library, these costs have more than 
doubled. The cost of purchasing books is about 24 times that 
for 1971. In that year the Library purchased 585 books for 
$1,566; in 1977 the Library bought 596 books for $3,830. 


While the Library could only buy 596 books in 1977, it was 
fortunate that it received gifts of 517 books, bringing the total 
acquisitions up to 1,113. Many of these gift books were pur- 
chased by the Library from monetary donations, including 
$1,000 from the Friends of Tracy Memorial Library, and several 
memorial gifts. Other books are gifts from friends and patrons 
of the Library, books they bought for their own pleasure and 
gave to the Library later. Most of the book gifts are of fairly 
current publication; books that the Library had not purchased 
because of budget restrictions. Some, however, are duplicates 
of books on the Library shelves and for those in active circu- 
lation, additional copies are welcome. Others are special interest 
books, not of general interest, but valuable additions to its 
reference catalog. There are some books received by the Library, 
not included in the above figures, which the Library cannot use, 
which are given to the Hospital for its Hospital Day book sale. 
These are primarily older books for which there is little demand 
by our patrons. 


The Library is acquiring a larger number of paperback 
books than formerly; 68 of its 1977 purchases were paperbacks, 
as were 131 of the gift books put on the shelves. Some of 
these are used as replacements for older hardcover books in 
poor condition, while others are duplicates of hardcover books 
in active circulation. A few paperbacks are of special interest 
which, while not widely read, have a permanent value and 
belong on the shelves of the public library. 


Another economy is the use of a book rental service from a 


library book supplier. The Library has a constantly changing 
shelf of about 110 of these books. They are rented on a monthly 
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basis. Those with a very low circulation can be returned within 
a month or so while others can be retained up to ten months. 
For those books which the librarians feel will be a valuable 
permanent addition to the Library, they can be purchased at 
any time at a price of 25% of the publication price. It is 
estimated that this arrangement costs the Library about 25% 
less than would the outright purchase of the books at time of 
publication. 


The Trustees of the Tracy Memorial Library are grateful to 
the Town of New London for its continued financial support, 
and to its residents for their apparent appreciation of the 
services the Library offers for their use. And the Trustees are 
most grateful to the staff that makes those services available; 
Mrs. Stevenson, Mrs. Filkins, Mrs. Woodward, and Mrs. 
Kimball.

REPORT OF THE NEW LONDON DISTRICT COURT 


The New London District Court was established by RSA 
502-A:1, effective June 28, 1969. The District is comprised of 
the towns of New London, Sutton, Wilmot and Newbury. The 
Court at the present time sits regularly only in the Town of 
New London. 


The salaries of the Justices and the Clerk are prescribed by 


statute and the funds therefore are required to be appropriated 
by the Town where the court regularly sits.

The statute (RSA 502-A:3) creating District Courts through- 
out the State provides that ‘‘Each district shall consist of a 
justice and a special justice appointed and commissioned by 
the governor, with the advice and consent of the council, as 
prescribed by the constitution.”’ 


The office of Special Justice remained vacant from the date 
of establishment of the District Court (June 28, 1969) until 
by action of the Governor and Council on the nineteenth day 
of April, 1977, F. Graham McSwiney, Esq., of New London 
was nominated, confirmed and qualified as Special Justice of 
the New London District Court with tenureship until seventy 
years of age. 


The District Court welcomes Justice McSwiney as an able 
and experienced lawyer to serve on the Bench.

During these last two years as Chief, with the assis- 
tance of the State Fire Marshal’s Office, I have been making 
inspections of places of public assembly in our town. The 
disaster of the Beverly Hills Supper Club in Kentucky 
(claiming 164 lives) last spring and the Providence College 
dormitory fire this winter (claiming 9 lives) calls attention to 
the need for constant vigilance in order to avoid conditions 
that result in catastrophies. It is necessary therefore to practice 
the basic safety rules that are designed to prevent injury or 
death, in the event of a fire, in all places of public assembly. 

The life safety code adopted by the State of New Hamp- 
shire in 1973, specifies ‘‘measures which will provide that 
degree of public safety which can be reasonably required.’ 

During the remainder of this year, I will continue the 
inspection of places of assembly.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 
AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and 
town/city responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State 
Forester) appoints a forest fire warden and several deputy 
forest fire wardens in each town/city upon the recommendation 
of local authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire 
prevention and suppression activities in his town. He regulates 
the kindling of outside fires when the ground is not covered 
with snow by the issuance of written permits only when con- 
ditions are safe. He is responsible for suppression with the 
town/city and state sharing the cost. Suppression costs in 
excess of % of 1% of the assessed valuation of the town are 
assumed by the state. 


The state provides training for the local fire organization 
and helps coordinate activities between towns/cities. The state 
also supports local forces with backup personnel, equipment, 
and supplies for suppression and prevention. 


This combination of state and local cooperation, started 
in 1893, works well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one of 
the smallest acreage losses due to forest fires in the United 
States for the past 25 years.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board held 12 regular monthly meetings plus 
4 special meetings. Public hearings on 14 different matters 
came before these meetings. In addition to their regular atten- 
dance at board meetings, members devote a substantial amount 
of time and energy to on-site inspections and research needed 
to assist in accurate interpretation of questions which are pre- 
sented to the planning board. 


William G. Dodge was elected secretary of the board, to 
succeed Lewis A. Vincent, whose term expired. Mr. Dodge 
continued the practice of keeping the Planning Board office 
regularly open to the public on Tuesdays and Fridays from 
10 a.m. to noon, at the Town Hall. The board recorded a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Vincent for his energentic and tireless service 
to the board. 


A brief summary of the actions of the Board during 1977 
appears as follows: 


7 subdivisions totalling 16 lots were approved 
1 division of land did not require a subdivision 
10 annexations were approved 
2 revisions of plats on file 
16 site plan reviews were heard 
16 plats were filed with the Merrimack County Registry 
of Deeds 


The Planning Board recommended against a question on the 
Warrant for the 1977 New London Town meeting to extend the 
existing Commercial Zone along Main Street. The question did 
not pass. A pending appeal mentioned in last year’s report 
was dropped. The Board held one joint meeting with the Board 
of Selectmen in order to help clarify the respective roles of the 
Boards in respect to matters which are proper subjects requiring 
attention under the Zoning Ordinance. The meeting proved 
helpful to the Boards’ mutual understanding. 


Mr. E. Waldo Sanders was appointed to the Board, replacing 
Mr. Lewis A. Vincent, whose term expired. Marshall P. Hoke 
was elected Chairman for the coming year, to replace Mrs. 
Sydney R. Badmington, whose term expires in April, 1978. 
Alf E. Jacobson attended the 1977 Planning Board meetings 
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as the representative of the Board of Selectmen. A represen- 
tative of the Conservation Commission also attended the meetings. 


During the year, six matters were referred to the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment. 


The Planning Board wishes to thank the many persons who 
attended its hearings and assisted the board in many different 
ways. Individual and public cooperation with the board during 
the year were excellent and greatly assisted in appropriate 
determination of the zoning matters considered. Continuation 
of this excellent spirit of cooperation will extend the effective 
ness of our ordinance and keep New London an orderly place 
to live, work, and attend school.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
NEW LONDON CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 1977 


Spurred on by the public enthusiasm for its outdoor class- 
room in the Philbrick-Cricenti Bog, the Conservation Commission 
is about to undertake another major project. Last fall an 
agreement was signed with the developers of Shaker Pines 
Estates offering to buy two 11 acre lots at $7,500 each, 
in what is known as the Chandler Brook Wetland. The owners 
of the property, represented by Harold Buker, have offered 
to give the town an additional 33 acre tract. Thus future 
generations will be assured access to this important and 
beautiful duck breeding area. 


Visitors will be able to enter either over a path through 
the gravel pits on Mountain Road or over the logging road 
opposite the Elkins Cemetary on Route 11. A right of way 
over the road and to the northern end of the swamp was 
deeded to the town by the Henry Pogue Co. 


Purchase of the initial 11 acre lot will be made this spring 
using funds accumulated from past town appropriations and 
the expected annual appropriation to be made at the March 
town meeting. A fund drive to raise money for the second lot 
will be undertaken this summer. 


A new trail map, available for 25 cents from the Town 
Clerk, was published in August. 


Since the publication of the map, the Bunker Loop Trail, 
starting at the barway in the Hayes Woods on Pingree Road, 
has been completed. For easier access to this trail and the 
Lower Cascades, a sturdy new bridge was built over Great 
Brook to replace the one washed out in last years spring flood. 


By next summer a spur trail from the Bunker Loop through 
the Webb land to Morgan Pastures and Carr Ledge will be open. 
Although a little more demanding than the other trails, the 
view of Pleasant Lake and the surrounding hills makes the 
mile hike to Morgan Pastures worth the effort. 
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In addition to the spring bird walks, which attract nature 
lovers from all over our area, four snowshoe expeditions were 
organized late last winter. Times and dates for all of these 
outings are posted on the bulletin board and in the local 
papers. 


We wish to thank the Boy Scouts and the many volunteers 
who have helped to establish and maintain our growing trail 
system. We also wish to express our appreciation to Harold 
Hopkins who is officially retiring after three terms on the 
Commission. He will continue to provide inspiration and muscle 
on the trail committee we plan to form this year.

NEW LONDON RECREATION COMMISSION 


As the Town of New London continues to grow, the Recrea- 
tion Commission has noticed an increase in the use of the 
Town’s two public beaches. The Commission has tried to 
expand the beach facilities to keep pace with this growth. 

In recent years, the parking area at Elkins Beach has been 
enlarged, The brush at the northern end of Bucklin Beach was 
cleared to provide more beach area. Facilities in the bathhouses 
have been modified for easier and more economical mainten- 
ance. A generous donation by the Lion’s Club allowed for the 
purchase of some playground equipment for Elkins Beach. 
This year, two covered picnic tables were erected at Bucklin 
Beach. : 

The swimming instruction program conducted each summer 
at both beaches, continues to prove popular and worthwhile. 
The program is sponsored by the Recreation Commission and 
the Kearsarge Chapter of the American Red Cross. There is no 
charge for the instruction. In recent years, the Commission 
has been fortunate to be reimbursed for half of the expense 
of the program by the Red Cross. The administrators of the 
Red Cross have been able to make this generous contribution 
to the program through the fund-raising efforts of the late 
Phillip Gross. The efforts of Mr. Howard Moody made the 
same contribution possible this year. Approximately 150 
youngsters participated in this valuable program in 1977. 

At the close of the past season, it was found that over the 
years the docks at the two beaches had rusted to the point 
that they were removed to the dump. The prospect of replacing 
these docks is expensive, but has to be the first priority for the 
coming season. The docks are important in terms of safety, 
as well as the instructional program. 

The success of the recreation program each summer is largely 
dependent upon the lifeguard staff. On the staff for the 1977 
season were: Sue Dorley, Sandy Beardsley, Ann Laffan, 
Martha Phillips and James Long. The Recreation Commission 
also recognizes and appreciates the assistance and cooperation 
of the Town of New London Highway Department in main- 
taining the beach areas.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HEALTH OFFICER 


Ten more plans for new and refurbished septic systems 
were reviewed and approved in 1977 than in 1976. Fifty-four 
numbered approvals were issued in 1977 and forty-four in 1976. 
Some of this work results from the State WSPCC moratorium 
on town sewers, and the rest from improved activity in the 
building business. 


Some local procedures concerning septic systems were 
formalized on May 29, 1977, as local regulations. 


_ Water quality tests have been done by the State Laboratory, 
free of charge in the past. ‘‘Effective January 1, 1978, as required 
by the 1977 State Legislature, a fee of $10.00 will be required 
for each sample of water analyzed by the State Laboratory.” 


Residents are urged to routinely monitor lake, well and 
spring drinking water even though at personal expense. 


Goose Hole, Otter Pond, Lake Sunapee, and Route 11 . 
section of Little Lake Sunapee were inspected during the 
summer of 1977.

REPORT OF THE MEDICAL CONSULTANT 
TO TOWN HEALTH OFFICER FOR 1977 


Since my last report, the medical community has changed 
and expanded. Dr. Jack Kirk, with a background in commun- 
ity medicine at Dartmouth; Dr. Kathryn Lemmon, anesthesiol- 
ogist; Dr. Tim Williams, pediatrician; Dr. Robert Chapman, 
psychiatrist; Dr. Carl Cooley, pediatrician; Dr. Francis Evans, 
surgeon; Dr. Ruick Rolland, psychiatrist; the Kearsarge 
Community Counseling Service; Dr. Donald Helm, podiatrist 
and Dr. Gregory Barban, ophthalmologist, have come to practice 
here while Dr. Angus Brooks has recently retired. The New 
London Hospital has seen marked expansion in the technical 
and nursing skills available, particularly in emergency services, 
inhalation therapy and intensive care facilities. There is an 
ongoing teaching program involving beginning and senior 
students from Dartmouth Medical School, in community 
medicine and primary care outside a large center. The hospital 
and Clough Extended Care Center have been extremely busy. 
Trustees have had to come to grips with new Washington 
directives on planned changes or expansion of service or plant, 
and the hard facts of life about the catastrophic increase in 
all medical costs. Fortunately, despite warnings, influenza 
outbreaks have not been serious in this area. There have been 
no major disasters or striking outbreaks of communicable 
disease. There has been a striking increase in education of 
individuals and the public generally in medical affairs, by 
doctors, TV, books, magazines and government. Unfortunately 
there is a lot of conflicting information and statistics and 
people will still need concerned physicians for guidance.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SECRETARY | 
January 8, 1978 


The year 1977 has been characterized by a _ high level of 
committee activity and involvement in all areas of hospital 
management, with a great deal of interaction and close coop- 
eration among the three main bodies, the Board, the Adminis- 
tration and the Medical Staff. The year has seen an increase in 
participation by all three, on a national, state, regional and 
local level in order to keep abreast of the problems facing the 
entire health industry. | 


Of primary concern this year have been the proposed renova- 
tions within the hospital which include a four bed ICU, 
relocation of the recovery room, a cast room and a new 
corridor link. The firm of Fleck and Lewis, Hanover, was 
engaged to prepare the working plans for these projects. In 
September their recommendations were submitted to the Board, 
and included a considerable number of changes which had not 
been originally planned. Due to the increased cost factor the 
Board voted to proceed with the alterations, provided that 
appropriate financing could be arranged. In November the 
project came to a halt because federal and state agencies which 
must approve capital expenditures made by hospitals requested 
the New London Hospital to submit a new application for 
its improvements. 


After months of preparation, the 1977-78 budget was presented 
to the Board at a special meeting in October. This increased 
budget, reflecting increases in salaries and supplies, was app- 
roved. At the same time a rate increase of 20% was approved 
for the Extended Care Unit. In conjunction with this action, a 
special committee, composed of trustees, hospital personnel and 
town residents, was established, with Bishop Charles Gilson as 
chairman, for the purpose of studying the rate structure in the 
ECU, investigating possible changes that might be made in the 
unit and projecting the future needs and use of the facility. This 
committee was charged to bear in mind in their deliberations 
the philosophy upon which the facility was established. 


In the spring, the Board engaged the services of the American 
Association of Industrial Management to study the salary scale 
at the hospital. This study was completed during the summer,

and the Board moved to adopt the Wage and Salary Adminis- 
tration Program as proposed. 


By-law changes, approved by the Board, have expanded the 
duties of the Vice-President, altered the function of the 
Contract Committee, determined the responsibilities of the 
Trustee Education Committee and clarified the article relating 
to the Advisory Board. 


Interaction with the administrative staff of the hospital has 
been implemented through the Trustees’ Educational Program 
which is held monthly for the purpose of familiarizing the Board 
members with the function of various departments and new 
programs being instituted within the hospital. Interaction with 
the Medical Staff has been reflected by monthly meetings for 
the purpose of discussing problems of mutual concern and 
reviewing medical audits. Interaction with area hospitals has 
been in the form of meetings held to discuss common problems 
and to determine areas in which cooperation could benefit all 
concerned. 


Other action taken by the Board during the year: 


1. Formed a standing committee with Colby-Sawyer College to 
study areas of common interest between the two institutions. 


2. Terminated the Saga Food Service contract and negotiated 
a contract with Custom Food Management Systems. 


3. Broadened the scope of the Community Relations Committee 
for closer contact and availability of members to surround- 
ing communities. 


4, Reaffirmed its policy for disclosing and resolving any conflict 
of interest for governing board members. 


5. Engaged the firm of Ernst and Ernst for the purpose of pre- 
paring the annual audit and doing a feasibility study. 


6. Became a residency site for graduates of the George Wash- 
ington University School of Hospital Administration.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HISTORY 
AND ARCHIVES COMMITTEE 


‘“‘Looking Ahead to New London’s 200th Birthday in 1979” 


As New London approades the 200th Anniversary of its 
incorporation by our State Legislature on June 25, 1779, and 
its first Town Meeting on August 3, 1779, we publish in each 
year’s Town Report (1) a statement of events in our community 
two centuries ago; and (2) a summary of what our committee 
has done during the past year. 












é The Town in 1778 


There were fewer than sixteen families resident in 
New London in 1778. The exigencies of war weighed 
heavily on the people of the young State of New 
Hampshire. In our cemeteries today one may read on 
the burial markers of several Revolutionary War 
veterans the inscription, ‘“Rhode Island, 1778.’’ The 
area near Newport in that State was the scene of some 
of the severe fighting of 1778. Meanwhile, back at home 
plans were being made to petition the Legislature for 
authority to establish a new Town. 


During 1977 our Committee dedicated the 15th historical 
marker being placed annually to prepare for the 200th Birthday 
Observance in 1979. It was unveiled in August, near the 
Town Beach on Little Lake Sunapee, commemorating the 
importance that this lake has played in our community’s history. 


Likewise, during 1977, significant progress was made in 
planning for 1979. Our Committee was carefully organized to 
plan for significant events; the duration of the Town observance 
was set for the weeks between June 25 and August 3, 1979; 
the first in a series of historical booklets on the Town’s 
history was prepared; and plans were initiated for the issuance 
of an appropriate Anniversary Medal in 1979. These plans will 
be continued and augmented during the months ahead.

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TREE WARDEN’S REPORT 


New London’s public shade trees are under a continuing 
program aimed at miantaining a high quality visual environ- 
ment. Primary emphasis is given to the roadsides of our most 
heavily traveled thorofares, namely Main Street and Pleasant 
Street. Last summer the stumps from earlier tree removals 
were chipped to below ground level, and young new red oaks 
were planted at a number of locations. The young maples 
growing between New London Inn and the Town Hall were 
given a systematic root feeding to improve their vigor. 
Hazardous limbs were pruned from trees with impaired crowns, 
and a considerable number of trees that were dead or dying 
were felled and removed. 


Acting on advice solicited from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Experiment Station in Burlington, Vermont, the 
Board of Selectmen adopted new regulations concerning the 
tapping of town maples for syrup production. Those authorized 
to carry on this type of springtime harvest have been notified 
of the following restrictions: 


1. No maple to be tapped if there is exposed dead wood on 
the trunk. 


2. No tapping within 6 inches of a previous tap hole. 


3. Only one tap per 10 inches of trunk diameter, as measured 
at shoulder height. 


4. No Town maples to be tapped on either side of Main 
Street from Burpee Lane to Power’s Point. 


The objective of these restrictions is to help maintain the 
health of the Town maples, while at the same time allowing 
the traditional and picturesque “‘sugaring’’ operation to continue 
on our roadsides.

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COMMUNITY ACTION ANNUAL REPORT 


Over the past four years, the Kearsarge Valley Community 
Action Program has been the focal point of social services 
delivery in this area. It has provided, through its staff and 
facilities, assistance to the community as a whole, as well as 
to low income families. With the renovation of our multi- 
purpose facility we have been able to expand our capacity to 
serve the needs of local residents. 


In addition to maintaining “Outreach” office hours at the 
Food Stamp Certification Site at the Baptist Church on the 
second Thursday of each month, we have also provided the 
following programs and services: 


Rural Transportation for Senior Sitizens, Meals-On-Wheels 
in cooperation with community volunteers, Fuel Loans, Oil 
Burner Efficiency Testing, Operation Green Thumb, Manpower 
Employment Opportunity, Food Stamp Assistance, Adult Work 
Experience, Mental Health Assistance, Rent-A-Kid, Adult and 
Well Child Clinics in cooperation with the Visiting Nurses, 
Handicapped Services, Senior Congregate Meal in Warner, 
Transportation, Housing Assistance and Information and 
Referral. We have initiated a Thrift Shop and a Food 
Co-op, featuring produce that is available to all Kearsarge Valley 
residents at the Community Center in Warner. 


Your financial support is needed for the continued operation 
of the area center, rather than for specific programs, which 
receive their funding from various sources. The share of our 
total operating budget for which we ask the town of New 
London to contribute is based upon the percentage of local 
resident participation in Community Action programs or 
services. This is the most equitable procedure for dividing the 
costs among the eight area towns. 


The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Staff appreciates 
the interest and support from the volunteers and residents of 
New London and anticipates working on behalf of your comm- 
unity again this year.

SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 


At the 1977 Town Meeting the voters approved the 
proposed Sewer Agreement between New London and Sunapee 
and appropriated money to design the proposed sewers and 
facilities. Following this action by the voters, the Sewer 
Commission and The New Hampshire Water Supply & Pollution 
Control Commission executed a contract with Anderson-Nichols 
and Co., Inc. for the preparation of final plans and specifi- — 
cations. We have also applied to the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency for a grant of 75% of the cost of the 
design work. 


At year end the design was more than 50% complete. 
Plans and specifications for the New London - Sunapee 
Interceptor are expected to be submitted to the State for review 
by February 1, 1978 with the remainder of the work completed 
by April 1, 1978. 


The Town Warrant for 1978 will include an Article to raise 
and appropriate money for the construction of the interceptor 
and sewers around the south-west side of Little Lake Sunapee. 
We urge your favorable vote on this article so yoo we may 
finally stop studying and start building.

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WHIPPLE MEMORIAL TOWN HALL 
The Most Beautiful Public Building In Our State 
By Mildred Crockett Tunis 


Landmarks which we pass every day become so familiar that we take 
them for granted. Such is the Whipple Memorial Town Hall which has been 
called the most beautiful public building in our state. This was dedicated in 
June 1918 and is the third in the succession of town houses in the 200 years 
of our history. The first, the Meeting House on Old Main Street, erected 
in 1788, was used for church services as well as town events until 1826 when 
the Baptist Church was built on the new Main Street. Town meetings 
continued at the old building until 1853 when a simple one-room frame 
structure was erected on the site of the present Town Hall. This served for 
Over sixty years and within its walls many official decisions were made of 
both local and national significance. It also provided a center for social 
gatherings. 

From time to time there had been discussion of replacing the old building. 
At the March meeting of 1913 it was voted to build a new structure and a 
committee was appointed to proceed with plans. Before decisions were 
finalized, the Amos Whipple bequest to the town provided funds which 
eventually led to the erection of our present edifice. 

Dr. Sclomon M. Whipple, a native of Croydon, began his medical 
practice in the town of New london in 1849 and devotedly served the towns 
of the area for thirty-five years. The three sons born in the Whipple Home- 
stead to Solomon and Henrietta Hersey Whipple and their descendats have 
made outstanding contributions in various professions in New England 
and the nation. All have remembered with affection the town of New Londor 
and the old home which remained in the family for one hundred years. 

Henrietta Whipple looked beyond the meagre income of a country doctor 
to the best possible education for her gifted sons. Ashley studied medicine 
with his father and received his degree from Dartmouth Medical School. 
He settled in Ashland, N.H., practicing for only six years before his 
untimely death of typhoid fever at the age of 28. He left an infant son, a 
year and a half old, who grew up to follow the profession of his father 
and grandfather. 

George Hoyt Whipple graduated from Yale and Johns Hopkins, was 
professor and Dean of the Medical Schools at the University of California 
at Berkeley and at the University of Rochester, New York. In 1934 he 
shared the Nobel Prize for Medicine for research which led*to the develop- 
ment of the liver therapy for pernicious anemia. He died in 1976 at the 
age of 97. 

A second child of Ashley, born posthumously, was named for her father. 
She lived in the Family home in Ashland which was given to the town by 
the Doctor in 1970 to serve as headquarters for the Ashland Historical 
Society. A granddaughter of Dr. Ashley, Frances Platt, lives on the premises. 

All three Whipple sons attended the New London Literary and Scientific 
Institution, later Colby Academy. Amos Hersey entered the world of business 
at the age of 14 as manager of the drugstore owned by his father, which 
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was later under his own ownership. He helped promote the developing 
summer trade in town with his stagelines to Potter Place and Bradford and 
managed the Heidleburg (used in the winter as a dormitory for the Academy) 
as a summer hotel. By 1893, his hotel management expertise took him to 
the Boston area where he managed several hostelries and at the time of his 
death in 1916 he owned the Copley Square Hotel. 

Sherman Leland Whipple graduated from the New London Institution 
at the age of fifteen; his scholastic record at Yale College and School of 
Law prepared him for a distinguished career in law in Massachusetts. Civic 
and historical concerns were issued from his law office in Boston, his home 
in Brookline and summer residence on Cape Cod. He co-edited a monograph 
on the pioneer Whipple House in Ipswich, Massachusetts. A daughter, 
Dorithy Whipple Fry, a sculptress and poetess of note, modeled a bas relief 
of her father which was installed in the Yale Club of Boston. One of her. 
poems is entitled ‘‘To A Son Of New London Hill.” Another daughter, 
Katharyn Whipple Withington, of Plymouth, Massachusetts, visits friends _ 
in New London and through her assistance it was learned that the son of the 
architect of the Town Hall is a neighbor of hers in Plymouth. : 

Amos Whipple’s will specified that his legacy to the town be used for a 
public library. Sherman, as executor and trustee of the estate, negotiated 
with town officials and arranged to use the legacy to build the Town Hall. 
The 1917 March meeting voted to accept the gift as arranged. The architect 
engaged by Whipple was Sidney Talbot Strickland of the Boston firm of 
Strickland and Law. Mr. Strickland was educated in Brookline public schools, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Ecole des Beaux Arts, Paris. 
His architectural work in Massachusetts included the Ritz Carleton, Hotel 
Sheraton and Junior League Building in Boston and excavation and restor- | 
ation projects in Plymouth. It was learned from Mr. Charles Strickland that 
all records, plans and correspondence which related to his father’s professional 
work which might have included interesting details on the Town Hall 
building, were destroyed by fire in the 1930’s. 

The late Horace C. Stanley of New London was contractor for the building. 
Many area workmen were involved in the construction during the fall and 
winter of 1917-18. Few references to the building or to the dedication have 
been found in local or regional publications of the period. In persuing these, 
we are reminded that those were anxious months with our country involved 
in war in Europe. There was much concern over news of food and fuel 
rationing, a column ‘‘To Camp Devens,’ ads for gifts ‘‘for the boys in 
kaiki,’’ and ‘‘Soldier’s Letters’, from France. 

Amos Whipple’s legacy was in the amount of $15,000. In 1918 the. town 
voted $1,500 for furnishings and grading the grounds. 

Two memorial plaques are found on the walls of the auditorium, one is 
a bronze bas relief of Amos with the inscription: ‘‘Amos Hersey Whipple, 
Who Donated This Hall In Memory of His Parents, Solomon Mason Whipple, 
Henrietta Hersey Whipple.” 

Photographs of architectural details by Adrienne Campbell, artist 
photographer, will become a permanent addition to the Town Archives. 
To increase our appreciation of this significant contribution to the archi- 
tectural heritage of our town, the following analysis has been prepared by 
William H. Holst, retired professor and chairperson of the Department of. 
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Art, Colby-Sawyer College: 

“The architectural style of the New London Town Hal! with its red brick 
and white ornamental cornices and details is familiar to us and is popularly 
known as Colonial or Georgian. What is not widely known is how this 
actually became a colonial style and what its architectural ancestry was. 
That this design was used for the Town Hall in 1917 is testimony to the fact 
the throughout history, architecture has, until recent time, strongly related 
to the classical elements of the past. It was an appropriate choice since much 
of the earlier residential architecture in New London had similar design 
origins. However, while the acceptability of the style depends to a great 
extent on its familiarity, its continuance depends also on architectural and 
building practices. 

“Tn Colonial times it was natural for the craftsmen, builders and architects 
to continue the English practices and adapt them to a new land. But precise 
design ideas were also needed and these were imported in the form of hand- 
books for master builders and architects. They consisted for the most 
part of drawings of 18th century buildings in England and Scotland. One 
of the popular ones was by William Adam called Vitruvius Scoticus and 
another by English architect James Gibbs, was a pattern book and stylistic 
handbook. 

“These books represented the English response in the 17th and 18th 
centuries to classical architecture which had in turn been imported to 
England from Italy via the most influential book on architectural style, 
The Four Books of Architecture by Andrea Palladio, a 16th century Italian. 
They contained drawings of Classical Roman buildings and adaptations of 
the style to 16th century needs. Palladio’s books were inspired by the book 
of Vituvius, a Roman architect. This was the only book extant which 
described the architectural procedures and concepts of the Greeks and 
Romans and consequently was of tremendous interest and importance to the 
Renaissance, captivated as they were by Classical ideas. 

“When we examine our Town Hall’s details we find a basic adherence 
to Classical proportion and ornament combined with the variations that came 
through the adaptations over the centuries. Sharply evident of course is the 
basic form of the temple with its triangular pediment. The white cornices 
embellished with dentils emphasize the shape against the red brick. A 
Renaissance variant is seen in the curved pediment over the main door which 
is flanked by fluted pilasters. Interesting is the fact that the sculpture 
relief within the pediment is Rococo in style rather than Classical. But this 
was also European practice during the 18th century. Another stylistic 
diversion is seen in the cupola which represents the synthesis of Classical 
and Gothic styles by Christopher Wren in the 17th century. A touch of 
Gothic is also found in the pointed arch mullions of the round arch side 
windows. 

“On the interior, the columns, pediments and moulding ornaments are all 
descendants of Classical design. The universal application of the style to 
all types of building needs indicates the strength and appeal of the original 
concept, based as it was on refined proportions and accentuated by orna- 
mental motifs.”

REPORT “he 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In making my second report to you of the year’s work in our 
schools, I am glad to be able to report progress in all the dis- 
tricts, and in some of them very great improvement. 


District No. 1. 


Frank P. Jewett, prudential committee. Twenty weeks. 
Miss Emma M. Jewett taught the summer term. A very pleas- 
ant and profitable term. Her experience and devotion to the 
work made sure the discipline and culture of her pupils. 

Edward F. Hastings had charge of the winter term. His 
thoroughness and industry awakened the same in his pupils. 
At all my visits everything was orderly and progressive, Misi the 
examination highly satisfactory. 

~The improvement in this school has been greater than any 
other in town, that has suffered a change of teachers. The ex- 
tensive repairs on the school house make it one of the pleasant- 
est in town, and to this, as well as its excellent teachers, is due 
the advanced position of the school. 


| Disrricr No. 2. | 
Augustus Preston, prudential committee. Miss Clara A. 
Ross had charge of the summer term of twelve weeks. She 
commenced with the successful experience of the preceding year, 
labored faithfully, and the examination showed good results. 
W. Mz. Knight taught the winter term, ten weeks. This was 
his first effort. He won the good-will of his pupils, and had a 
very successful school. In analysis and arithmetic the exam- 
ination was excellent. ¥ 
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District No. 3. 


Andrew J. Kidder, prudential committee. Twenty-five and 
a half weeks. In the beginning of the first term the pupils 
manifested considerable carelessness and a tendency to disorder, 
endangering the usefulness of the school, but the determined 
efforts of the teacher conquered, and the examination was high- 
ly satisfactorily. Miss Pillsbury was engaged to continue as 
teacher the next term. Other duties claiming her time, she 
resigned, and Miss Abbott was employed for the remainder of 
the year. This teacher has had the largest experience in teach- 
ing of any employed during the year. Devoted to her calling, 
thoroughly versed in all the branches taught, possessing great 
general information, apt to teach, a firm disciplinarian,. the 
school was a success, and no better work has for a long time 
been done in this district. 


Distrricr No. 4. 


‘Austin Morgan, prudential committee. Twenty weeks. Miss 
Phebe Fellows taught the summer term. In the beginning there 


were some bad tendencies, but the teacher succeeded in cor- 


recting them, and awakened the interest of the pupils so as to 
do successful work. | 

Parker Smith had charge of the winter term, laboring with 
great diligence, wholly devoted to the good of his. school. 
Good work was done, and. in penmanship, so generally neglect- 
ed, the improvement in this district surpassed all others. 


Disrrict No. 5d. 


Charles Folsom, prudential committee. Twenty weeks. The 
school in this district has been less successful than any other in 
town. In order and enthusiasm it has lost during the year, and 
this not primarily from any fault of teachers, but from change 
of pupils, the irregular attendance of a large portion, and espe- 
cially the great number of the infant class. Miss Calef labored 
in the summer term as earnestly as before. Mr. Gould in the 
winter worked patiently and unceasingly, but with attendance 
so irregular, and pupils of such age, complete success is im- 
possible. | 
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In the summer term sixteen were under seven years of age, 
twenty-five less than ten, and in winter ten were less than seven, 
twenty-one less than ten. It is not well, if it is possible, to 
keep children of these ages in the same condition of restraint as 
older ones, and the result is, the whole discipline of the school 
is greatly marred, and the efforts of the teacher so divided be- 
tween these classes and the more advanced pupils, that nothing 
satisfactory is accomplished. Had the condition of this school 
been foreseen from the beginning of the year, division would 
have been advisable. Some one might be found for a reasona- 
ble compensation, to teach the primary classes a few hours each 
day. If not, there should be three terms of school, one of 
which, at least, should be devoted exclusively to the older pupils 
and advanced classes. 


Distrricr No. 6. 


Asa Ray, prudential committee. Nineteen weeks. Miss 
Knowlton continued in this-school during the year, laboring as 
faithfully as before, and no one could do better than she has 
done under the circumstances. The pupils have advanced, but 
relatively this schoolhas lost ground. Itstood second last year, 
but No.'1 has come up to it and passed on to take this place. 


It is impossible for a school to do its best in such a schoolroom — 


as this, and only in session at a time when the older pupils can- 
not attend. 


Disrerer No. 7. 


Charles Pingree, prudential committee. The same teacher — 


as last year, labored here twenty-one weeks with the same earn- 
estness, diligence, and success. The teacher’s acquaintance 
with the scholars’ needs, and the scholars’ acquaintance with the 
teacher’s methods, and the repairs of the school room, were so 


much vantage ground, from which the school went on, not only 


first, but advancing farther to the front than in the preceding 


year. It is not in the great excellence of a few classes, but in 


the equal advancement of all, that the high character of this 
school is sustained. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


MONEY. 


No little disappointment has been experienced this year by 
the small amount of money raised for education. In some dis- 
tricts one, in others more than one week has been cut off from 
the length of the school. We have had in the aggregate nine- 
teen weeks less school than last year. This results in part from 
the method of raising the school fund. Simply what the law re- 
quires. The result is that when our general tax is largest, we 
haye the largest tax 'to pay for schools, and when the general 
tax is small, the school tax is reduced. Would it not be better 
to fix the amount of school money, voting it directly, so that 
this most important interest of the town and the State may not 
depend upon any external circumstance? 


ATTENDANCE. 


With very few exceptions the law concerning attendance at 
the schools has been complied with in the letter, but not in the 
spirit. It is a law practically inoperative, for if a parent does 
not see fit to send his children to school, he can claim to edu- 


cate them at home. ‘There is no doubt that a few pupils in town 


have thus lost the ,advantages of the school, but the great diffi- 
culty is the irregular attendance of registered pupils. In No. 
5 there were four hundred and fifty-five days of absence after 
entering school, and if we add to this the number of .days before 
some of the pupils were enrolled, we find that a little more than 
twenty-five per cent. of the advantages of this district were 


thrown away. 


TEXT BOOKS. 

This is a most perplexing question arising in connection 
with the care of the schools. There is no book which has not 
its excellencies,—none without defects. A skillful teacher can 
do his work well, and does, notwithstanding the defect of books 
There is no question, however, that the better the text books 
the better the school, and especially is uniformity desirable. I 
have not found this in all cases. Arithmetics, readers, geo- 
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graphies,—there were at least two or three kinds of these in 
school two years ago. 

I have made but one change. In geographies Guyot’s: and 
Mitchell’s are to be set aside, and Harper’s are to take their 
place. The publishers give one year for the introduction, so 
that classes nearly completing the study of geography can retain 
their present text book if desired. The books will be found at 
the stores, where they can be had for one year at introduction 
and exchange prices. There is no question that this seoprephy 
is one of the best and cheapest published. 


SCHOOL ROOMS. 
Let me urge upon you great care in keeping these secure in 
vacation as well as in term time. Every school house should be 
safely locked, and every teacher’s desk also, as there is to be 
placed in each district a complete set of text books in geography, 
the gift of the publishers, and there are occasionally coming 
from the State Superintendent of Schools, circulars and other 
matter that will be of value to the district if preserved. are 
No. 5 has commenced a fund to secure a dictionary for the 
-use of the school. It would be well if all the districts would 
follow this example, for the greatest good would result from the 
introduction of an unabridged dictionary int’ ev ery poe oy 
use of teachers and ‘pupils. 


CONCLUSION. 


Thanking you all for your co-operation in working for the’ 
good of the schools, ‘and bespeaking the same and greater, if 
possible, for the one who attends to the duty of this vee ay ie
